Tbe commissioners might ns 
well have defined it ns starting from 
a blue Jay, thence to a swarm of bees 
in hiving time and thence to oOO foxes 
with firebrands tied to their tails."—

The rural mail 
carriers of 
the 


United States will all receive an in- 
crease In salary according to the de- 
cision reached recently by Postmaster 
General Hitchcock. 


The carrier's 
number 
something 


over 40,000 and the amount of money 
to be disbursed in this part of 
the 


poKtofflce system is something 
near 


$4,000.000 so that each 
carrier 
will 


receive an increase of $100. At pres- 
ent they are getting $900 per ye"ar, and 
they have been anxiously awaiting the 
decision of the Postmaster General In 
regard to the advance. It was appro- 
priated by Congress at Its last session, 
but it was left to the discretion of the 
postmaster general as to how much 
should be expended and in what way. 


There are 38 carriers who deliver 


mail through the country districts of 
Licking county, Including eight who 
go out from the Newark 
postofflce. 


The postofflce department hag revised 
the rural routes going out of Nfiwnr'-. 
and the people residing in the country 
are now receiving better service than 
ever before.

-> on board have some personal 


friends among the welcoming 
American exiles at Manila. 
As we came near the harbor 
a fleet of small boats with bunds and 
banners and megaphones mot us. We 
passed near Cavite, the naval station 


neighboring churches are very strik- 
ing.

She had a class of 
about twenty-five boys and girls about 
twelve years old 
They were being 


taught English grammar and looked 
bright and interested. 
These public 


schools, with their waving American 
banners, are transforming the islands. 
At Manila 6,000 school children In the 
great auditorium gave a magnificent 
entertainment for us and sang patri- 
otic songs.

Is a 
growing city with a mixed population. 
The city has a modern progressive ap- 
pearance, with well pavod streets, elec- 
tric cars, substantial business blocks, 
large hotels and beautiful residences. 
The principal sights of Honolulu are 
the government building or old palace, 
the Bishop museum, the Coral Congre- 
gational church, the Pali, the Punch 
bowl, Waikiki beach and the aquarium. 
All can be visited ea.sily jn a day, but 
Honolulu can be enjoyed indefinitely. 
The Hawaiian people are a good 


natured, easy going, attractive people, 
who are decreasing rapidly in numbers. 
The little girl* are very bright and 
pretty, but as they grow older they ara 
inclined to stoutness. 


There are a number of interesting 
short excursions from Honolulu.

When viewed merely from the amus- 


ing standing those pictures are scarce- 
ly worth mentioning but there is a 
vastly more important point of view 
in the matter and it i.s this- The great 
reason that so many men and women 
fall victims to the intense heat of ev- 
ery summei is because tTlev do not 
avoid heat generating customs and 
habits 
The average person eats and 


drinks and smokes in the summer time 
with the temperature in the nineties 
just as he does in the other seasons 
of the year when the thermometer is 
less active. What can one expect but 
discomfort and even danger when one 
lives to that end' If one smokes in 
the winter to Keep ones nose warm 
whv does he smoKe in the summer? If 
one drinks whiskey in the winter to 
keep out the cold does-he drink it for 
the same purpose when the weather is 
hot? Will the same cause produce the 
same effoct whatever the season' If 
one consumes beef, coffee and other 
heat producing foods in the winter to 
augment the heat production of 
the 


body why does one eat the very same 
things in the hot seasons? 


And, 
Mr Rditor, whv in the wide 


wide world do the women 'pile enough 
colored excelsior on their 
heads to 


wad a mntress as ous cartoonist puts 
it 
From the standpoint of hot weath- 


er there is certainly no reason for the 
use of these outlandish l*>arl mufflers 
affected bv certain of the women of 
today. Tt i.s to be feared that fashion 
togther with apiwtite greatlv overbal- 
ance reason and 
judgment, not to 


mention scruples in a great many men 
and women today. 


The lesson so aptly put bv the car- 


toonist should not be overlooked by 
those addicted to such things and by 
those who are so frequently found

Many people nowadays consider Hie 


perils of the s>ea to be due to the sea 
alone.

There are pirates today on the coast 
of China and on the Malay archlpele- 
go. and as for falling into the hands 
of savages, and that within twehe 
mouths past. 1 have such a story to 
tell my sell 


I was secoud officer of the American 


tramp steamer Evelyn Hope-. 
We 


weie running along the coast of Brit- 
ish East Airica. giving the shore as 
we thought a \x Ide berth, beaten by a 
high wind and seas off tbe Indian 
oueau. 


It was very early in the morning 


thut the wind suddenly ceased 
And 


it was lucky that it did so. for our 
bow ran upon u coral and sand beach. 
We tried to hack off, but our engines 
were not strong enough, and we were 
obliged to wait for daylight in order 
to see where \ve were and adopt more 
strenuous means for getting tree* 


When the dawn cuuie we found our- 


selves on the shore of un uninhabited 
island. We -it ouce set about rutting 
our keclge anchors mid making diner 
preparations to pull us off. I was or- 
dered to go ashore \% ith n crew of six 
men and try for some game that'we 
might have fresh meat. 
We found 


plenty of wild animals and birds on 
the Island and were fast getting a sup- 
ply of both when we heard a shout 
from the man we had left on the 
shore with the boat. Hurrying to the

power us by force of numbers. 


Our luckiest liud in the way of de-

gan to cry to be let out. not relishing 
being murdered like rats in a tiap

beach, we saw five large canoes, each 
containing some forty negroes, pulling 
toward the Evelyn Hope. 


Of course we got into our boat at 


once and raced with the blacks for the 
vessel. When they saw that we would 
reach it before them they lay on their 
oars and contented themselves with ob- 
serving our movements. 


They watched us all. the afternoon, 


and our captain concluded that they 
were waiting for the darkness, when 
they would attack us, and if they cap- 
tured our ship we would all doubtless 
be murdered. 
We scoured the vessel 


for arms, and all we found was n shot- 
gun, a rifle and two revolvers. 
We 


had n dozen white seamen aboard and 
a mixture of copper colored men. most- 
ly Malays. Late In the afternoon the 
blacks sent n boat toward us, prob- 
ably to draw our fire and discover how 
strong we were. At the sight of the 
negro warriors our Asiatics howled so 
•with fright that the captain ordered 
them all below. 
We did not gratify 


the blacks by firing at them 


Our chance for our lives looked very 


small. Our armament wouldn t afford 
a weapon each to our white crew. As 
for the rest, they were not worth arm- 
ing. Suddenly I thought of a weapon 
that would serve us better than pow- 
der and ball. We had plenty of hose 
aboaid. and It occurred to me to couple 
it to the boilers and fight the blacks 
with steam. 


What frightened our men was that 


some of thorn remembered that sev- 
eral years ago a French ship hud gone 
ashore on this or another island on 
this very part of the coast and the. 
natives hstd massacred all on board.' 
H'he outlook with i\ couple of hundred 
flack devils waiting for night to come 
to treat us the same way was, to say 
the least, not reassuring, especially 
since our principal weapon WHS steam. 


We calculated that it would be high 


tide about 0 o'clock in the evening 
If 


we weren't captured before that there 
Hvns n possibility of our sliding off into 
Seep water. 
Orfce free we could put 


on steam nnrt sail away without mo- 
lestation 
But the blacks knew this

moonlight u dark cloud rolled over our 
big round lantern and hid it. 
As it 


was being obscured we saw every ca- 
noe pulled furiously toward us. 


It seemed to me that we fifteen 


white men opposed to more than three 
times their number of strong men 
armed with spears they were used to 
handling, besides probably some fire- 
arms, had a very small chance for our 
lives. 
We were supported, however, 


by faith in our urrtingements for thei 
reception, and if we could re: c li them 
with our steam jets we had confidence 
in its power to hurm them considerably 


Now and again while our enemies 


j were pulling toward us a thin jiart ol 


the cloud passing over the moonNvoule 
give us some light. The coming ca 
noes and their loads were black as 
Erebus, though here and there we 
would see u flash when the moonlight 
| struck a shield or a steel weapon 
i Nearer came the black death till the 


I canoes reached 
a 
point a cable's 


length from us. Two pulled to port 
two to starboard and one toward the 
stern. 


I vvondared how they proposed to 


board us, for we had been careful to 
leave nothing banging for them to take 
hold of. As soon as they came beside 
us and under our stern we learned 
their method. They were provided 
with ropes of their own making—of 
what material I did not know—and al 
the end of each was a sort of V 
made from a forking branch, one si,".

sooner came near enough than they 
began to throw tbese Va to catch on 
the gunwale. But here our wire fenc- 
ing stood us In good stead.

Standing nt my popt with iny noz- 


zle, I saw one of the canoes come to- 
ward me, and its crew, seeing a single 
man apparently unarmed to defend the 
opening, pulled directly under me. 
One of them threw a V, which caught 
on the gunwale, and a black came 
quickly up. climbing bund over band. 
1 gave him a dose of steam right in 
the face. 


With a wild shriek, he dropped 


Into the boat. I dared not remain ex- 
posed to a spear thrown from below; 
but, 
sighting the position of the boat. 


I reached out with the nozzle in my 
hand and poured a stream of hot va- 
por into it 
Knowing by their yells 


that they were iu distress, I made bold 
to lean over the ship's side and turn 
the stream from one end of the canoe 
to the other. 


For awhile the blacks were too para- 


lyzed to act; then every one who had 
not been severely scalded Jumped into 
the water, leaving the wounded iu the 
boat to drift away. Of course as soon 
as they were put out of the fight I 
desisted.

Meanwhile the first officer was hav- 


ing a similar experience with the 
blacks on tbe other side, as I well 
kuew from the yells coming from that 
direction 
1 had no sooner driven off 


my cueiitf o£ than 1' was ordered by the 
captain to the stern, where several 
blacks bad already climbed up and 
were jumping down, on the deck. 
I 


did not need to go to them. I simply 
turned a steam jet on them. Some fell 
on the deck; others managed to get 
over the taffrail and down into their 
canoe or the water. 


And so at every point we achieved 


nn easy victory without firing a shot- 
Great is the power of steam. Since 
our triumph on the African coast with 
no other weapon 1 have wondered 
why military men should not pluco 
boilers with hose attachments In forti- 
fications for tbe close work. Alight it 1 
not be made as effective as a Galling 
gun?

As we saw the canoes pulling away ' 


to get rid of the dreadful hot water j 
we felt our ship sliding off the reef. I 
A cheer both for our victory and for | 
the friendly tide that had freed us I 
went up, doubtless the greatest noise I 
from (he mingling of human voices ' 


hnd ever been heard on that si- 
shore. In a few minutes we were 


tn deep wnter, and instead of using 
our steam to scald negroes we moved 
nway under U toward a friendly port. 


I've been through hurricanes and 


been wrecked on n deserted Island but 
ne\or In nil my sailor life have I been 
sj> scared n< when those hlncki were
